T H E R E are certain types of in­ 
juries which are developed not 
only by soldiers, but also, frequent­ 
ly, by civilians. One of these is 
known as m arch fracture. Thia is 
a break in one or more of the bones 
of the foot known as the m e tatar­ 
sals. The m etatarsals are ju st be­ 
hind the toes. 
Doctors Clarence W. H ulltnger 
and W illiam L. Tyler of Ohio and 
Kentucky, respectively, do not be­ 
lieve th a t these fractures develop 
because of any weakness of the 
foot but ra th e r because of tirin g 
of the muscles and ligam ents. As 
fatigue inert asea, a person who ii 
walking does ao, not with his m us­ 
cles in tone, but relaxed and tired. 
The w eight it borne by the bones 
and ligam ents and not by the m us­ 
cles. This perm its repeated move­ 
ment of the bone itself, which fi­ 
nally breaks, much the same as a 
piece of wire will break if it is bent 
repeated! . 
There are certain factors which 
make it more likely th a t march 
fracture will occur. These include 
lack of rest, overwork and weak 
muscles. It would not appear th a t 
persons who are overweight tend 
to have this kind of fracture more 
often than those whose w eight is 
normal. 
The sym ptom s of march frac­ 
ture include a limp on walking, 
swelling and redness of the back of 
the foot, and tenderness over the 
point where the break has oc­ 
curred. There is a g reat deal of 
pain when the foot is b en t 
If a person, a fte r walking a lo*-^ 
distance, has pain in the foot to­ 
gether with some swelling, an 
X-ray should be taken at once to 
determ ine if a break in the m eta­ 
tarsal bones has occurred. N ot all 
these fractu res are visible in the 
X-ray plate. However, if the first 
X-ray does not show a break in the 
bone, afte r several days another 
X-rav should be taken. 


There are other conditions which 
may produce aymptoms sim ilar to 
those of m arch fracture. These in­ 
clude inflammation of the sheaths 
around tendons, sprains, strain s, 
inflammation of a bursa, which is 
a sac containing fluid, and foot 
pain which may be produced by 
flat feet and other causes. 
The treatm ent of the m arch 
fracture consists of the applica­ 
tion of a light plaster cast which 
runs from the tip of the toes to the 
middle third of the leg. About a 
month of treatm ent on the aver­ 
age is necessary before a cure re­ 
sults. 
It would appear inadvisable for 
many persons to attem pt to walk 
loQg distances, particularly when 
they are fatigued, since fractu re 
of the m etatarsal bones may re­ 
sult.

Life in a German prison camp is 
anything but enjoyable, according 
to Pfc. Willard Bumgarner, home 
on a 60-day furlough. 
Released by the Third Army on 
April 
2 after having been 
held 
since December 18 during the Bel­ 
gian bulge. Bumgarner was sent 
by plane to LeHavre, France. He 
was stationed there 12 days before 
he started to the United States. 
He landed in New York May 5 and 
arrived at the home of his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs W alter Bumgarner, 
Route 3. Circleville, Wednesday. 
Pfc Bumgarner had been wound­ 
ed in the leg before he was cap­ 
tured by the Germans. They took 
very little care of his wounds other 
than giving a sulfa tablet now and ' 
then. They placed him in a hospi- j 
tai camp at first and when he was 
able to walk he was marched 8 or j 
9 miles t* another camp. 
Slept On Side** 
The barracks in which prison­ 
ers were housed was built in three 
sections, two rooms, one on each j 
end of the barracks, separated by ( 
a latrine The rooms were 20 feet 1 
by IOO fe*t in dimension. About 
140 men slept on the floor in each 
section. They had one half of an 
old blanket apiece to cover them 
They were forced, he said, to sleep 
on their sides ae there was not 
enough room on the floor to sleep 
all of them on their barks. When 
one man wanted to turn over the 
others also had to turn.
